Buyer eyes ‘Games and Lanes’ property

AGAWAM -— A buyer is mov- 
ing closer to purchasing the former 
Games and Lanes property that has 
been mired in controversy for more 


than 14 years. 

Scott Petlock, a go-kart track 
owner from Ware, is seeking to 
close on the Games and Lanes 
property this week, his wife, Maria 
Petlock, confirmed on Monday. 

“He has been working with the 
bank and the property owner and 
he is hoping to finish closing the 


property this Friday,’ Maria said. 
If the property is purchased by 
Scott Petlock, it would be a very 
positive sign for the business dis- 
trict on Walnut Street Extension. 
Since 2000, the Games and 
Lanes property has become di- 
lapidated and has fallen into severe 
disrepair. Complicating the matter 


have been environmental issues 
that have made it nearly impossi- 
ble for the property to be sold. The 
town of Agawam administration 
has not gotten involved because of 
the cost to the taxpayers. Agawam 
could have seized the property

Council endorses stricter 
rules for pawn shops

AGAWAM - After a few months 
of tabling, the Agawam City Coun- 
cil recently approved an updated 
bylaw for secondhand and junk 
dealers. 

Mayor Richard Cohen stated in 
the application to the council that 
the ordinance has not been updated 
since it was adopted in 1972. 

Several surrounding towns have 
updated and in some cases, estab- 
lished a local bylaw or ordinance 
governing the businesses in order 
to allow police departments the 
ability to investigate and recover 


stolen property from these busi- 
nesses. 

Agawam Police Chief Eric Gil- 
lis said he reviewed the bylaw in 
January after he took over as chief 
and found the previous ordinance 
had deficiencies. There have been 
changes in crime patterns and 
technologies since that time. 

Article I of the bylaw has been 
completely deleted and replaced 
with new definitions for what 
pawnbrokers and secondhand junk 
dealers are. A license fee for sec- 
ondhand junk dealers was raised 
to $200. 

Another part of the law allows 
the police chief in Agawam the

Voters to soon decide Humason 
challenger, DA candidate

AGAWAM — Agawam. voters 
will have two major local races to 
make decisions about in the Sept. 9 
State Primary Election in addition 
to the ability to weigh in on their 
choices to run for governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The big decision for Democrats 
and unenrolled voters choosing 
to participate will be to choose a 
challenge for state Sen. Don Hu- 
mason, R-Westfield. Democrats 
Christopher Hopewell, the chair- 
man of the Holyoke Fire Commis- 


sion, and Patrick Leahy, a Holyoke 
police officer, are both seeking to 
gain the Democratic nomination to 
challenge the new state senator. 

Humason is seeking a quick re- 
election after winning a seat in the 
state senate just last year. Huma- 
son was a State representative for 
Westfield for more than 11 years 
and succeeded his mentor, former 
state Sen. Michael Knapik. Huma- 
son defeated former Holyoke City 
Councilor David Bartley and Aga- 
wam was a swing town for Huma- 
son in the 11-town district. 

No Republicans have come out 
to challenge Humason. Humason 
defeated Mike Franco of Holyoke 
in a primary election last year. 


The other local race is for dis- 
trict attorney in Hampden County. 
Now-U.S. District Judge Mark 
Mastroianni has vacated his seat 
after serving the county for just 
four years. There are four Demo- 
crats that are vying for the oppor- 
tunity to run for DA. 

Attorney Shawn Allyn, a resi- 
dent of Agawam who practices 
in Holyoke, is looking to defeat 
Longmeadow attorney Hal Etkin,

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Local cancer advocate garners 
major role in national telecast

AGAWAM - Janine Iacolo, 
a driving force locally in the 
fight against cancer, is play- 
ing a key role in an upcoming 
national cancer fund-raising 
telecast next month. 

Iacolo, co-chair of the Re- 
lay For Life of Agawam since 
its inception in 2012, will co- 
host a Springfield area view- 
ing party for the primetime 
TV fundraiser Friday, Sept. 
5. The 7 p.m. viewing party 
at Springfield College is part 
of a collaboration between 
the American Cancer Society 
(ACS) and a grassroots move- 
ment known as Stand Up To 
Cancer (SU2C). The hour- 
long national telecast will be 
broadcast commercial-free 
from Los Angeles. It will be 
aired on all three major TV 
networks as well as several 
national cable networks start- 
ing at 8 p.m. 

Hundreds of local view- 
ing parties nationwide 

The Springfield viewing 
party is one of more than 
200 across the country vying 
for the opportunity to be fea- 
tured during the live telecast. 
Money raised from the SU2C 
viewing parties will sup- 
port the SU2C Lung Cancer 
Dream Team that is funded in 
part by the ACS. 

Since being tapped as co- 
host in July, Iacolo has been 
networking, recruiting, plan- 
ning and making preparations. 

“Basically, whatever is 
needed to host a successful 
event,’ she said. “I’m not sure 
what the night will bring, but 
I know I will be meeting and 
greeting, thanking, recogniz- 
ing and soliciting donations.” 

Iacolo is part of a four- 


member team that has been 
working out of the ACS’s 
New England Division office 
in Holyoke to plan the view- 
ing party. She said she was 
“surprised and very honored” 
to be asked to be a co-host. 

Opportunity to continue 
the fight against cancer 

“This is an opportunity to 
not only continue the fight 
against cancer, but also to 
get national recognition for 
the hard work we do here in 
Western Massachusetts,” said 
Tacolo. 

Bridgett Herzog, a_ se- 
nior manager for ACS Relay 
events, heads up the team. 
She said [acolo is performing 
a vital role by helping to pub- 
licize the event and to drive 
recruitment/registration. 

“Janine is contributing to 
event planning and its execu- 
tion on the night of the event,” 
said Herzog. “This is a unique 
event that will be fun, entertain- 
ing and a nice way to continue 
to cultivate strong relationships 
in the community with a broad- 
er scope than just Relay,” 

Herzog personally selected 
acolo as a co-host because of 
her “exceptional job” driving re- 
cruitment in the community for 
the Relay For Life of Agawam. 

‘‘Janine’s passion for the or- 
ganization drives her to great 
success in mobilizing people 
to take action in the fight 
against cancer,” she said. 

The Relay is just one part 
of the work ACS does in the 
fight against cancer, but Her- 
zog said it represents its larg- 
est constituent base for mo- 
bilizing communities to take 
action at the local level. 

Showcasing the work of 
Relays

of the work ACS does in the 
fight against cancer.

“The Sept. 5 event will put a 
focus on how people involved 
in RFL events maintain a high 
level of commitment to help 
finish the fight against cance,” 
she said. 

She added that the viewing 
party will showcase how Re- 
lay events raise much-needed 
funds, awareness, and support 
for those affected by cancer. 
The telecast will highlight the 
work of Stand Up To Cancer’s 
Dream Teams of cancer re- 
searchers, and acknowledge 
SU2C’s corporate supporters 
and non-profit collaborators. 
Additionally, SU2C will fea- 
ture celebrity ambassadors 
and musical performances. 

Herzog said although ACS 
has had some involvement in 
the past three SU2C telecasts 
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Suffield Town Green (South) 
Public Parking on South High St.

that aired in 2008, 2010 and 
2012, this the first time it has 


formalized its relationship 
with SU2C. 
“Our organization has 


committed to a financial con- 
tribution at a national level 
in support of SU2C’s cancer 
research efforts,’ said Her- 
zog. “We are supporting the 
SU2C movement locally with 
awareness and fundraising via 
viewing parties for the live 
telecast.” 

Focusing on lung cancer 

The “Dream Team” is the 
first project of the collabora- 
tion. It is a $20 million re- 
search project focused on 
lung cancer, the leading can- 
cer killer of men and women 
in the U.S. The Dream Team 
will be jointly funded by ACS 
and SU2C over a three-year 
period to develop new thera- 
pies for lung cancer. Each 
group will provide half the 
funding. 

There is a $25 registration 


fee to attend the SU2C view- 
ing party that will be credited 
to a 2015 Relay event in the 
Springfield area. The fee also 
includes a commemorative T- 
shirt, luminaria, and refresh- 
ments, as well as the chance to 
bid on exclusive silent auction 
items and win door prizes. 

“Each Relay event that 
brings at least 10 members 
will be recognized for their 
support at the event,’ said Ia- 
colo. “All monies raised will 
be credited to the individual 
Relays, starting our fund-rais- 
ing efforts off on an early, 
positive note.” 

Iacolo said she is looking 
forward to the event. 

“Tt will be exciting to see 
people together continuing 
our commitment against can- 
cer, without it being a Relay 
event,” she said. “It also will 
be exciting to watch what the 
celebrities offer during the 
viewing party — especially if

Agawam Independent that advertised the “Wizard of Oz” 
children show at Mt. Tom. The theater at Mt. Tom in Holy- 
oke was popular back in the mid-1900s and was located 
in Mountain Park. Mountain Park was originally designed 
as a trolley park by the Holyoke Street Railway Company 
but grew to include an open air theater as well as a merry- 
go-round, dance hall, and restaurant. As the park grew to 
include more features such as rides and a new theater, its 
popularity grew as well. The heyday of the park and the- 
ater was in the 1960s which was when the article about 
the “Wizard of Oz” play was published. The Mt. Tom 
playhouse was met with difficulties in the 1980s and early 
1990s that forced the park to lose most of its buildings to 
fires and cause the popularity of the park to drop. After be- 
ing bulldozed in 2003, Mountain Park reopened Saturday, 
Aug. 15, 2009 as a concert venue. “New England’s Finest 
Amphitheater” as Mountain Park is still called, remains 
open now offering its next concert Saturday, Sept. 6.

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School staff fingerprint 
ID system activated

AGAWAM - With the new school year ap- 
proaching, Agawam Public School faculty 
will be getting in gear and buying supplies 
for the incoming wave of students. However, 
with a new fingerprint identification in place, 
new hires will have an extra $35 - $55 fee to 
pay due to a new security system. 

Going into effect July 14, all new hired 
staff are now required to submit fingerprints 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation while 
paying its fee as part of a 2013 law, “An 
Act Relative to Background Checks,’ that 
brought Massachusetts up to speed with all 
A9 other states. 

With previous staff having until Septem- 
ber 2016 to register and pay the fee as well, 
the change has been accepted for the most 
part due to its added security when screen- 
ing those who’ll be coming in contact with 
younger children. 

However, the $55 fee for certified teachers 
and $35 fee required of all other employees, 
ranging from bus drivers to cafeteria work- 
ers, have been taken issue with by groups 
such as the Massachusetts Teachers As- 
sociation and the American Federation of 
Teachers Massachusetts. The groups argue 
the amount should have been covered by the 


state or subsidized. It’s a sentiment Agawam 
Superintendent William Sapelli understands 
but said “is necessary, though, in this day 
and age.” 

Employees are currently required to un- 
dergo a Criminal Offender Record Infor- 
mation (CORI) check, but schools are only 
given records from Massachusetts, Sapelli 
explained. 

“If someone did something Connecticut 
or New Hampshire, it wouldn’t show up in 
the CORI,” he said. “Fingerprinting, though, 
is federal.” 

Transported by MorphoTrust USA, the 
contracted company submitting the finger- 
prints data to the FBI, the only two local 
facilities for teachers to travel and submit 
prints to are in Springfield and Pittsfield, of 
the 34 locations planned to open across the 
state. With the distance being another point 
of aggravation, especially for educators far 
from either points, Sapelli said the task can 
be frustrating for teachers. 

But since a CORI check does not cover 
everything bit of background immediately, 
it’s a needed change that brings the Com- 
monwealth up to speed with the rest of the 
nation. 

“The number one concern is safety,’ he 
said. “And this is a step in the right direc- 
tion.”

Public input sought on space 
and recreation plan 


AGAWAM - The public is invited to dis- 
cuss their views on the town’s parks, play- 
grounds and open spaces at a public hearing 
to be held Thursday, Sept. 11 at 6:30 p.m. at 
the Agawam Public Library. 

In the fall of 2013, Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen appointed members of the Open Space 
and Recreation Plan Advisory Committee. 
This committee and the Office of Planning 
and Community Development have been up- 
dating the 2006 Open Space and Recreation 
Plan. An Open Space and Recreation Plan 
outlines a strategy for maintaining and en- 
hancing a community’s resources for current 
residents and generations to come. 

A Massachusetts community with an ap- 
proved Open and Space and Recreation Plan 
is eligible to apply for a number of open spac- 
es and recreation grant programs. The Plan 
ordinarily must be updated every five years. 


Las year, Agawam’s Open Space and Rec- 
reation Advisory Committee prepared and 
distributed a survey to Agawam residents. 
Eighty-five percent of the respondents indi- 
cated that the town should promote and en- 
hance existing recreational facilities and open 
space; 74 percent stated that the town should 
protect its natural resources (wetlands, wa- 
tersheds and water bodies). Regarding future 
open space investments, respondents gave 
the following the highest priority: walking 
and hiking trails, 58 percent; bike trails, 47 
percent; a town-owned youth recreation cen- 
ter, 45 percent; a new high school track, 45 
percent; and a dog park, 45 percent.

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Riverside’s history exhibit 
set to open Sept. 7 


AGAWAM -— Long before people began 
riding the “Superman,” the “Batman,” or 
the new “Skyscreamer,’ that opened this 
year, the Cyclone, the Thunderbolt and bat- 
ting cages were the main attractions over the 
years at Riverside Park. 

David Cecchi, chairman of the Agawam 
Historical Society, was not an avid attendee 
of the famed park that originally opened in 
the late 1800s. He is, however, a very avid 
fan of the history of the park, which will be 
on display at the Agawam Historical Mu- 
seum at 35 Elm St. on Sunday, Sept. 7, and 
Sunday, Oct. 19. The exhibit will be open 
from 1-4 p.m. both days. 

Cecchi said the park was actually a picnic 
grove for area residents. In the early 1900s, 
a carousel and a few mechanical rides were 
added. Henry Perkins purchased the land in 
1911 and transformed the picnic grounds into 
a small amusement park. The park was closed 
for 10 years following the stock market crash 
of 1929. The park was purchased by Edward 
Carroll in 1939 and re-opened in 1940. 

Over time, popular rides like the Black 
Widow, the Cyclone and the Thunderbolt 
were added. A log flume ride was also 
opened and was very popular. The land was 
taken over by Six Flags in 1998 and renamed 
Six Flags New England in 2000. 

Cecchi created an “Images of America” 
book highlighting pictures from all over 
Agawam and Feeding Hills. He found the 
images of Riverside prompted the need for 
its own book. 

“Tt’s such a huge part of Agawam and its 


history,’ said Cecchi. “This is a park that has 
grown right along with the town.” 

Cecchi said he acquired many of his post- 
ers, photographs and other artifacts through 
tag sales, auctions and his grandfather, who 
had many pictures of the park. 

“When I received the photos, I knew I 
needed to do something with them,” said 
Cecchi. 

He admits he spent much of his childhood 
working at his family farm, but his love of his- 
tory in town can’t keep him away from col- 
lecting photos and artifacts about the old Riv- 
erside Park. The park included many classic 
rides as well as a car racing track for a time. 

Cecchi was on hand at last Sunday’s ex- 
hibit to interact with visitors and sign copies 
of his photo book about Riverside’s history. 
He says trading stories is the best part of 
showing his exhibit. 

“History is meant to be shared,” said Ce- 
cchi. “And everyone has a Riverside story 
from their childhood.” 

Ann Miller, a member of the Agawam 
Historical Society, said many in Agawam 
have a lot of appreciation for the park, espe- 
cially with the number of jobs it provides for 
area youths. 

“This park not only has a great history, it 
has put all three of my kids through college,” 
said Miller. 

She, like Cecchi, had her own Riverside 
story to share, recalling how her father intro- 
duced her to the park as an ice-cream maker 
running one of the booths at the park many 
years ago.

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AHS grads grateful to get Six Flags scholarship

AGAWAM - Six Flags New England recent- 
ly boosted the college finances of two 2014 
AHS graduates when it awarded each of them 
a $2,000 scholarship. 

Alina Radionova, pursuing a career in nurs- 
ing, and Timothy Consedine, planning a career 
as a chemical engineer, are the first seniors to 
receive the scholarships that were created ear- 
lier this year. 

Radionova said the scholarship will help pay 
part of her tuition or buy books or other sup- 
plies she needs. She will attend the Elms Col- 
lege School of Nursing, which has an annual 
tuition of $9,000 for the four-year program. 

“T can’t pay for everything out of pocket,” 
said Radionova. 

She will commute to college and live at 
home to save money, but still must take out 
student loans. 

“If I hadn’t received this scholarship, I 
would’ve had to work twice as much to get the 
money and the help I need to pay for college,” 
she said. 

Radionova has worked more than 30 hours 
a week this summer as a nursing assistant at 
the Heritage Woods assisted living facility in 
Agawam. 

Consedine, who hopes to work in the phar- 
maceutical industry, will attend Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. His annual tuition 1s 
about $60,000. He was “extremely surprised” 
to get the Six Flags scholarship. 

Consedine said he still hasn’t decided how 
he will use the money. 

“Tt will definitely help reduce some of my 
expenses,” he said. “Without this scholarship, 
I don’t know how I would have made up for 
that money.” 

Radionova and Consedine also obtained 
scholarships from service clubs in Agawam, 
but the Six Flags scholarship was the largest 
both of them received. 

More than a check 

The Six Flags scholarships, however, are

more than just a check in the mail. Both recipi- 
ents had the opportunity in August to spend a 
day at the park for a behind-the-scenes look at 
some of its operations. 

Radionova and Consedine met with Six 
Flags “team members” who perform work in 
same field, or as close as possible, to the careers 
they are pursuing. Jennifer McGrath, commu- 
nications manager for the park, said she tried to 
match the career objectives of Radionova and 
Consedine with similar jobs at the park. 

“We have EMTs on site every minute of our 
operating day to assist guests with any medical 
concerns or needs they may have,” she said. 

McGrath arranged for Radionova to meet 
with and talk to a member of the park’s medi- 
cal team.

Chemical engineering, however, was “a little 
bit tougher,’ said McGrath. The park has no 
chemical engineers, so Consedine spent time 
with team members responsible for maintain- 
ing park equipment and rides. 

A look at how Six Flags works 

Consedine got a close-up look at the park’s 
maintenance facility where workers repair and 
refurbish many of the park’s rides. He learned 
about the safety inspections and year-round 
work maintenance team members perform 
to ensure everything functions properly and 
safely. 

“T learned that there’s a lot of work that hap- 
pens when the park in closed,” said Consedine. 
“There’s more work involved than I realized, 
especially during the off season. They don’t

just sit around all winter and watch the rides 
collect snow.” 

Radionova met with Halli Hunderfund, a Six 
Flags EMT supervisor. Hunderfund, who lives 
in Westfield, is also an emergency room nurse 
at a Hartford hospital. 

Radionova — who plans to become an emer- 
gency room nurse — was excited about meeting 
a professional in the field she wants to join. 

“T like the action in an ER,” she said. 

Hunderfund explained that working on the 
medical team at Six Flags, which has about 
20,000 visitors each day, is similar to working 
in a hospital emergency room. 

“We never know what kind of calls we will 
get; it could be anything from a blister to a bee 
sting to a fall to a heart attack,’ said Hunder- 
fund. 

She urged Radionova to consider becoming 
a certified EMT to gain more experience for 
her nursing career. Hunderfund added that once 
Radionova was certified, she might be able to 
work part-time as a Six Flags EMT. 

“That sounds pretty cool,’ said Radionova. 
“T wouldn’t mind doing that as a side job before 
I get my nursing degree. It definitely would pre- 
pare me for working in an emergency room.” 

Students encouraged to apply 

According to McGrath, the scholarship pro- 
gram was developed to help support the educa- 
tion of future leaders within Agawam. 

McGrath, a 2004 AHS graduate, said the park 
will continue to work with high school coun- 
selors to help promote two $2,000 scholarships 
that will again be available early in 2015. 

To be eligible, an AHS senior must be en- 
rolled in a two- or four-year college or univer- 
sity for the following September. They also 
must be planning a career in marketing, enter- 
tainment, hospitality or engineering. 

Selection is based on academic excellence, 
participation in extracurricular activities and 
community involvement. Applications, avail- 
able at the school, must be submitted by May 
15.

AGAWAM - “TI love helicopters,” said 
Garry Brinn as he scrutinized the blue and 
gray police chopper parked on the high 
school softball field.

Intrigued by helicopters since he was a 
kid, Brinn came to NNO specifically to see 
the helicopter. 

“T knew it was supposed to land this year, so 
I got here early,’ he said. “I’ve never been this 
close to one or been able to talk with the crew.” 

Brinn said NNO is an important event for 
the community. 

“Tt’s a great opportunity to talk with law 
enforcement people and learn about some of 
the new things they’re using,” he said.

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Veteran’s housing sees 
some changes

AGAWAM - Soldier On is finally moving forward after 
nearly three years of planning - and more changes are in store. 

Soldier On has received approvals from the zoning board of 
appeals and the planning board for modifications to their spe- 
cial permit. They will seek to build an annex building that will 
house some of the apartment units in the 54-unit building. 

The modification to the original plan was made necessary af- 
ter the Massachusetts Historical Commission requested chang- 
es to the historic former police training academy building at 
702 South Westfield St. 

Jim Scalise of SK Designs, the architects on the project, 
came in front of the Planning Board in July and requested the 
changes, which will include the annex, and the relocation of 
seven units from the top floor. 

“The changes that were requested by Mass Historical have 
resulted in new cost estimates for re-purposing the building,” 
Scalise said. “Now it is over budget the way the plan stands.” 

The single story annex proposed will be 56 feet by 56 feet 
and will be attached to the main building with a covered walk- 
way. The annex will not be visible from the road and will not 
detract from its current appearance, Scalise emphasized. 

Seven of the 12 units that would have been on the upper most 
level of the building will be relocated throughout the rest of the 
building. Scalise said one unit will be added to the second level, 
two to the lowest level, two to the annex building and two of them 
were removed from the plan, making it a 52-unit complex. 

A two-story addition to the building will no longer be con- 
structed due to budget constraints, and units on the lower level

of the building will not have kitchen and dining facilities. Scal- 
ise proposed several changes to the parking area, walkways, 
service area and outdoor seating, though the 39-spaces will 
remain the same. 

The annex will contain a cafeteria and dining facilities for 
the lower level units. 

Planning board members asked a few questions about how 
drainage and other infrastructure issues would work with the 
revised plan. Scalise presented an updated drainage analysis 
and is working with the Agawam’s engineering department to 
address further comments. 

The planning board’s vote of support is conditional upon sat- 
isfying the comments made by the engineering department. 

There is no estimate yet for the start of renovations to the 
building. 

Soldier On creates housing for low and moderate-income 
veterans. Mass. Historical possesses some oversight of the 
building due to its historic credit. 

In January 2013, Mass Historical requested changes to the 
lobby because it was considered historically significant. Other 
changes included a request to preserve the stage located on the 
second floor. All auditorium seating was also requested to be 
preserved for historical significance. According to Mass His- 
torical, the shift 1s being requested to “eliminate potential vi- 
sual impacts that would detract from the historic aesthetic of 
this structure.” 

Agawam Planning and Community Development Coordi- 
nator Deborah Dachos said she was informed the financing 1s 
ready to move forward with the project. 

“They have finished securing all their local permits,’ said 
Dachos. “They should be able to start the project any time 
now.”

ability to veto any secondhand junk dealer’s license. 

The bylaw says city council is the final granting authority 
for the license, but must have the approval of the chief of po- 
lice before issuing the license. The police chief has the right 
to interview any potential dealers as well and the police chief 
can deny permits based on criminal records, if they have an- 
other license or their license is suspended, or if the conduct 
of the business would not be in the best interest of the town. 

Updated record keeping is now required of secondhand 
shop owners. Special software is needed to keep that infor- 
mation and can be installed by a member of the New Eng- 
land State Police Information Network. 

The provisions in the updated bylaw will allow the police 
department to have tools for investigating theft. People who 
pawn items are required to take information from the seller, 
including photo identification. A customer will also be pho- 
tographed at the store. 

Agawam City Councilors on the Legislative Subcommit- 
tee debated on July 29 about the new ordinance. The chair 
of subcommittee, Councilor James Cichetti, told the council 
he and Councilors Gina Letellier and Robert Rossi approved 
some amendments with a 3-0 vote. 

The amendments to the bylaw were included on a separate 
sheet of paper and had not been re-written in the bylaw. 

Among the revisions was changing the licensing authority 
from the police department to the city council. The council 
will vote on the licenses, much like their approvals for liquor 
and car licenses, with the chief of police having the power to 
turn a license down. 

Another amendment requested that the police chief notify 
the council of his or her recommendation of a license within 
30 days of the application date. 

Council President Christopher Johnson said the council 
had the ability to approve the first reading of the ordinance 
and the city solicitor could add the language into the ordi- 
nance for the second reading. 

Also included in the ordinance are strict rules for document- 
ing the items coming in and out of a secondhand junk dealer’s 
store. It requires documentation right down to distinguishing 
marks of the item. Jewelry will be required to be photographed 
and must be made available upon police request. 

A second reading must be approved by the council at their 
first meeting in September.

through tax title, but would have assumed the cost and l- 
ability for the issues on the property. 

It will cost at least $600,000 to clean up the property. Ac- 
cording to Planning and Community Development Director 
Deborah Dachos, the property has numerous issues below the 
surface and the building most also be brought up to code. 

In January, the city council voted 6-4 in favor of a Mixed 
Use Zoning in the Walnut Street Extension area. However, 
the zone change required a two-third majority, and it was 
shot down. The zoning would allow more flexibility in the 
types of uses businesses had in the plaza, affecting 19 differ- 
ent businesses. The Planning Board unanimously supported 
the zone change request and asked the city council to recon- 
sider the zone change. 
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In April, Scott Petlock 
came forward with many 
Agawam residents, business 
owners, and business advo- 
cates and requested the zone 
change be approved. 

Scott was the most im- 
pactful of the speakers, talk- 
ing about what he plans do 
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with the property if he was able to purchase it. He did say 
the mixed use zone change was part of his consideration and 
that he wanted to see it go through in order to make the area 
attractive for his business. 

He wants to restore the Games and Lanes property back 
into a prominent piece of real estate. He proposed opening an 
indoor go-kart track along with other activities in the form of 
an entertainment center. Games and Lanes previously served 
that use. 

Scott says he is interesting in spending the funds needed to 
clean up the environmental hazards of the property and says 
he will follow all procedures and protocols to clean up the 
property. 

“T like to have things look good,” Scott said. “I want to show 
this town what can be done with a building that no one wants.” 

Following the pleas of the speakers, the new zoning was 
approved. Agawam will now be eligible for grant funding to 
make improvements to the area. Dachos said the news of Scott 
closing in on the property purchase is huge for the area. 

“Obviously, we need a person interested in that property 
that will be active in getting it cleaned up,” said Dachos. “We 
hope that this will work out and we can begin improving that 
area of our business district.” 

In addition to the cost for the clean-up on the property, there 
is more than $31,000 in back taxes owed on the property.

ward the regular season. 

“We have only had about four or five practices together,’ 
said Ryan.

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Legislature overrides veto, Agawam receives safety grant

AGAWAM — The Agawam _ Public 
Schools will have the opportunity to ad- 
dress school safety in the coming year after 
State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
worked across party lines to get an override 
against a veto from Gov. Deval Patrick. 

Boldyga, a Republican, worked with the 
Democrat-controlled State House of Rep- 
resentatives after learning the governor had 
made a line-item veto of a $75,000 grant to 
the Agawam Public Schools. 

“We [the state legislature] have been 
pushing the concept of safety in the 
schools and looking at funding upgrades 
to security as well as addressing overall 
school security,” said Boldyga this week. 
“The state wants schools to not only have 
the proper security doors and video moni- 
toring in place, they also want schools to 
be developing full safety plans in the event 
of an emergency.” 

He chose to pursue grant funding for 
Agawam because Southwick and Granville 
are receiving major upgrades to their three 
public schools in Southwick. Safety is being 
addressed in some of those renovations.

Russell, the fourth town in the Third Hamp- 
den District, does not have a school. 

During the budget process in April and 
May, Boldyga pursued the grant funding for 
Agawam. He was met with cooperation by 
his Democratic colleagues in the House. 

“We definitely crossed party lines and put 
partisan politics to the side in agreement,” 
said Boldyga. “The grant was secured despite 
the Majority Party’s unprecedented political 
move in which most local aid amendments 
were not allowed to be put forward. We all 
want to protect the students in our schools. 
School safety is always a big topic.” 

When it went to the governor’s desk for 
approval with the rest of the fiscal year 2015 


budget, the grant was vetoed. Boldyga is un- 
aware if grant funding in any other school 
districts was vetoed as well. 

“After the line-item veto, I went to some of 
my colleagues and asked if they would sup- 
port an override to get this passed,” said Bold- 
yga. “We accomplished that last month.” 

Boldyga is in the process of finding out 
when the funding will be disbursed to the 
school district. The grant has a very broad 
spectrum and can be used for anything re- 
lated to school safety. According to a press 
release from Boldyga, a school safety officer 
could be paid for with part of the grant. 

However, if Agawam does hire another 
employee to address security, such as a safety 


officer, the school district would be respon- 
sible for absorbing that salary in fiscal year 
2016. Agawam does have a school resource 
officer that works with the high school. 

Boldyga said upgraded security doors that 
can be controlled by teachers and armed or 
locked in certain situations could be pur- 
chased with the grant. Video surveillance 
could also be upgraded at the schools. 

“Agawam has the largest school population 
in the district,” said Boldyga. “It has to make 
sure the school buildings are secured and I 
hope this grant will help them address or up- 
date their security.” 

Superintendent William Sapelli has not 
said what the money will be spent on.
